The communique said the four 
governments consider fruitful

Suspended Jockey Says 
Gambler Who Was 
Barred From Track 
Paid Riding Fee in 
Race He Won. 


Plans to question more than 
70 persons whose names appear 
in a telephone notebook kept by 
J. Fred Koenig, murdered East 
St. Louis race track figure and 
racing information operator, were 
announced today by St. Clair 
county authorities in their search 
for clues to the murder. 

Chief. Deputy Sheriff Clifford 
Flood told reporters the note- 
book, seized when Koenig was 
arrested in an East St. Louis 
gambling raid a year ago, con- 
tains 85 names and telephone 
numbers. Seventy-nine numbers 
are in the St. Louis area, the 
remainder are Chicago numbers. 
With several exceptions, only 
first names are listed, leading 
authorities to seek the assistance 
of the telephone company in ob- 
taining full names and addresses 
of the individuals they hope to 
question. 

Koenig was last seen alive last 
Monday night at the Red Roost- 
er, a roadhouse near Fairmount 
Race Track operated by a close 
associate of Frank (Buster) Wort- 
man. His body, with bullet 


wounds-in the chest and head, | 


was found in the trunk of his 
automobile on an East St. Louis 
street last Wednesday.

Only three of the persons 
whose names Were in Koenig's 
notebook could be reached by

John A. Kotwinkel, 8657 Part- 
ridge avenue, who described 
himself as “a former real es- 
tate operator, now a speculator,” 
said: “I played golf with Koe- 
nig, and occasionally had a 
drink with him. Also, I saw him 
at Fairmount track.

The proprieter of a cafe in 
the 5400 block of Walsh street 
said a former customer, who 
frequently had racing scratch 
sheets in his possession, spoke 
with a man whom he called 
“Fred,” over the telephone from 
the tavern.

Says It Hopes to Receive 
Sufficient Vaccine — 
Decision Up to Local 
Leaders. 


The Missouri State Health Di- 
vision today recommended that 
all first.and second-grade school- 
children in the _ state receive 
their second injection of the Salk 
polio vaccine before the begin- 
ning of the school term in Sep- 
tember. 

State health officials, an- 
nouncing the decision at Jeffer- 
son City, said they expect to re- 
ceive a large enough supply of 
the vaccine to make the second 


injections before the end of 
summer. 

Dr. E. A. Belden, director of 
the state bureau of communica- 
ble diseases, said that the final 
decision on whether.or not to 


administer the injéctions would 
be left,up to the local directors 
of the vaccine program 

He added that “it is recog- 
nized that giving the second in- 
jection while school is out will 
present difficult administrative 
problems and that manv chil- 
dren for one reason or another 
will not receive it 

“However, our only hope for 
affording protection to a sizable 
number of children during the 
coming polio season is to carry 
on when we have vaccine.” 

Health officjals responsible for 
the inoculation program in St 
Louis and St. Louis county said 
they would proceed with second 
injections whenever the vaccine 
became available. However, this 
probably could not be started 
before the opening of school be- 
cause of administrative difficul- 
ties, they added 

The State Health Division spe- 
cifically recommended against 
giving children a first Salk vac- 
cine injection, but pointed out 
that almost all pupils have al- 
ready had their first inoculation. 

Dr. Belden said the decision 
in favor of giving the second 
injection was in, harmony with 
the views of the Council of the 
Missouri Medical Association, 
which met in St. Louis yester- 
day with Dr. James R. Amos, 
State Health Commissioner. 

Some groups, including a com- 
mittee of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics, have opposed the 
use of the vaccine for the time 
being. No vaccine has been avail- 
able in this area since April, 
when most first- and second- 
grade pupils received their first 
shots.

EUGENE HUBBARD TRIAL SET SENATE GROUP VOTES BILL 


ON TEXAS CITY BLAST PAY 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (UP) 
—The Senate Judiciary Commit-. 
tee today approved legislation 
to pay damages to victims of the 
1947 Texas City disaster. 

The bill wouldgreverse a Su- 
preme Court decision and recog- 
nize the Federal Government's 
responsibility for damages in the 
explosion of two ships loaded 
with ammonium nitrate. fertil- 
izer, killing 570 persons and in- 
juring 3500. 

Under the. bill the» United 
States District Court for the 
southern district of Texas would 
be granted special jurisdiction 
to determine damage claims re- 
Sulting from the disaster. The 


court would appoint masters to 


hold hearings and determine the 
amount of claims to be paid in 
individual cases.. The bill pro- 
vides that no insurance company 
shall be entitled to any of the 
claims awarded to individuals.

NORTH KOREA HAS 
560 WARPLANES, 


SEOUL CHARGES 


Reports Attributed to 
Two Reds Who De- 


fected — Story of 
Army Build- “Up. 


SEOUL, June 27 (AP)—Com- 
munist North Korea has built 
up an air force of 580 planes in 
violation of the armistice agree- 
ment, the Republic of Korea 
charged today. 

The government said the North 
Korea Reds have three divisions 
of MIG-15 jets, a fighter-bomber 
force, 15 air bases in operation 
and two more under construc- 
tion. 

The ROK. statement attrib- 
uted the figures to two North 
Korean air force pilots who de- 
fected last week. 

The Communist Korean air 
force now has 500 pilots and 25.,- 
000 men—with more being 
trained in Red China by Russian 
advisers and more planes coming 
in by rail, the government state- 
ment charged. 

Flew Yak Fighter. 

At the time of the armistice, 
North Korea had no air force in 
operation and no air bases that 
could be used for warplanes. 
Any air force or air base buildup 
would be an armistice violation, 
since the armistice forbids any 
step-up in forces over those in

Light on Natural Gas 


The deceptive propaganda campaign about nat- 


ural gas regulation which is flooding the country. 


is illuminated with the facts by Senator Douglas 
of Illinois in an article in Sunday's Post-Dispatch. 

The big oil companies that stand to reap the 
most in unregulated profits contend competition 
will keep the price of natural gas down without 
anv federal regulation. Senator Douglas 
shows that, to the contrary, the unregulated price 
of natural gas at the well-head has gone up 120 
per cent in the last nine years. Pipe-lines are 
now buving natural gas in the Southwest at 
prices 400 to 500 per cent of 1946 prices, he re. 
ports He describes the nature of the industry 
which not only gives the pipe-lines no opportu 
nitv to shop for competitive prices but no incen- 
tive for trying 

Senator Douglas estimates that the no-regula- 
tion. bills which Representative Harris and Sena- 
tor Fulbright, both of Arkansas, have introduced, 
could be expected to cost consumers about 
$600,000.000 a year every vear from now on 
Missouri's inflated bill is estimated at $8,000,000 
to $25,000.000 a year, Iilinois’s at $14,000,000 to 
$44.000.000 

With such large sums at Stake, is it any won- 
der that the oil, gas and pipeline companies are 
reported by the Wall Street Journal to have 
raised a war chest of $1.500.900 for ‘public rela- 
tions” to push this price-gouging legislation? 


The propaganda claim that risk capital would 


not venture to develop new sources of oil and 
gas if regulation were applied at the well-head 1s 
demolished by Senator Douglas's facts: The nat 
ural-gas transporters, which are also extensively 


engaged in exploration, development and produc 
tion of natural gas. have prospered under regula 
tion for the last 16 vears although during that 
time the Federal Power Commission has ordered 
rate reductions totaling $43,000,000 a \vear 

It was Senator Douglas who almost single- 
handedly alerted Congress and the country five 
vears ago when a bill sponsored by Senator 
Kerr, an Oklahoma oilman, sought to do sub 
stantially what the Harris-Fulbright bills seek 
to do now. That earlier bill was courageously ve- 
toed by President Truman 

Senator Douglas believes ‘there is a good 
chance to beat the exemption drive if the people 
understand the issues There are only about 
175 big producers that produce 90 per cent of 
the natural gas sold in interstate commerce in 
the United States but there are more than 
300,000 cénsumers of natural gas in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county alone 

Those Representatives and Senators who think 
thev can do a multi-million-dollar favor for the 
producers without the knowledge of the consum- 
ers who would be footing the bill may find them- 
selves standing corrected at the polls. The ap- 
peals at Washington by mavors and legal offi 
cers who have come from many of. the nation’s 
biggest cities indicate the deep public concern 
over this issue 

But no one who bkuvs or mav be buving natural 
gas-or electric power produced with natural 
can afford to sit 
back and let the other fellow fight for him 

This is his hattle, too. If he loses it, he will 
pay as long as it takes to reverse the defeat 

There can be little doubt’ of the outcome if 
enough consumers will demand that their Repre- 
sentatives and Senators require the Federal 
Power Commission to regulate the price of nat 
ural gas at the well-head as the Supreme Court 
of the United States ruled last vear the law

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Too Important for Politics 

The State Tax Commission's new check of 
farm land assessments in St. Louis county con- 
firms a finding that they are grossly unfair 

The Commission's comparison of the 1954 sales 
price of 263 individual transactions with the as 
sessment figures for 1955 tax purposes disclosed 
that assessments ranged from a mere 2 per cent 
of market value to more_than 100 per cent. On 
the average the assessment ran to 15.65 per cent 

This means that some property owners are 
paving through the nose: that they are carrving 
their own tax burden and the other fellow's as 
well. This intolerable situation is full justifica- 
tion for the $855,000 reassessment that the Coun- 
tv Council has so wisely authorized 

And it suggests that it is high time St. Louis 
county took the vilal assessment function out of 
the hands of an indifferent elected official and 
turned it over to a governmental career man 
whose main concern was fairness and uniformity. 
not re-election. The $855.000 that the revaluation

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\ Good Reserve Is Needed Now 


The compromise armed forces reserve bill, on 
which House action is expected this week, has 
its weak points but it still remains a workable 
measure which will greatly increase national se 
curity. The nation has long lacked. the military 
reserves that it should have. This lack of a real 
reserve has become acute as the Standing forces 
have been reduced during the last two vears. It 
would be folly to allow this session of Congress 
to end without passage. of a bill to create the 
reserve that the President, many Congressmen 
and most military leaders declare is necessary 

Representative Adam Powell, a Democrat who 
represents the Hartem district of New York City, 
wrecked the first such measure last month. It is 
conceded that he was well motivated in seeking 
to end the segregation evil that persists in many 
National Guard units in the South But his 
amendment pushed regional opposition into the 
camp of other opponents of the bill. It insured 
defeat of the bill 

Now the bill has been rewritten by a House 
Armed Services subcommittee so that there is 
no mention at all of the National Guard Al 
though this was intended to avoid the segrega- 
tion issue, and although President Eisenhower 
wrote a letter to Mr. Powell asking him to for- 
bear and thus give the bill a chance to pass, Mr. 
Powell says he will push his fight even harder 

Unfortunately, there are other weak points in 
the bill. Outstanding is the new version of the 
plan to accept volunteers for a six-month period, 
followed by seven years in the reserves. It has 
been rewritten in a manner intended to satisfy 
Congressmen opposed to anything smacking of 
universal military training but there are grave 
doubts that they will be placated 

Nevertheless, there can be no doubt: but that 
national defense requires passage of this meas- 
ure, It will set up the reserve that is needed. 
The segregation evil can be attended to after the 
reservg gets on its feet.

23-to-3 vote last October. Most of the aldermen 
who now are against it voted Yes last fall. Why 
have they changed their minds? Do they have 
doubts as to fluoridation’s overwhelming scien- 
tific backing? Or have they been deceived?

Rep- 
resentative Paul Powell of Vienna, former Demo- 
cratic Speaker, put the motion to table which 
carried 74 to 70. Democra&atic Representative Car! 
Preihs of Pana called the plan “un-American.” 
When the roll was taken 61 Democrats voted 
against it and omly 14 Republicans. Most of the 
Republicans soundly supported the stand of Gov. 
Stratton who in turn was backing the handiwork 
of the Illinois and Chicago bar associations 

No system of choosing judges is perfect. Every 
method has its disadvantages. The plan proposed 
in Illinois was much like that now in use in Mis- 
sourl under our nonpartisan system that com- 
bines aspects of the elective and appointive 
methods. Missouri's experience is that this svs- 
tem is far better than the old one in which un- 
scrupulous political bosses slated judges and 
forced candidates to bow to them for support 

If the Missouri plan is un-American, as Rep 
resentative Preihs seems to say, a lot of people 
in Missouri are mighty slow finding it out. Our 
Kuess is that leaders of the bar in Illinois will 
resume their efforts in the next Legislature. 
After all, it took quite a while to get the Mis 
souri reform through. In fact, when the boys at 
Jefferson City would not pass it, the issue was 
taken to the voters by initiative petitions . 

This defeat at Springfield can and should be 
a stepping stone to ultimate victory. 
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Mistake in Margarine 

Some margarine manufacturers are treading 
on dangerous ground. In labeling and advertis- 
ing a new mixture of margarine with butter, 
they are leaving the deceptive impression that 
theirs is a dairy product. The Food and Drug 
Administration has been after them for the la- 
beling offense, and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion for the misleading advertising. 

When the margarine industry finally got a fair 
break in federal law five years ago, it was only 
after many years of effort. One of the argu- 
ments which the dairy fhdustry had used most 
effectively in lobbying for discriminatory laws 
against margarine was that consumers might be 
misied into mistaking the product for butter. 

If the margarine industry now gives substance 
to this argument in its own disinterest, it will 
have only itself to blame. The best insurance for 
a continued fair deal for margarine on the sta- 
tute books is scrupulous adherence to the letter 
and spirit of the facts in labeling and advertising.

People of West, considering time important, press for success 
at once, savs West German chancellor; but time means nothing 
to the Russians, who are interested only in space; we dare not 
let our haste undermine our representatives in negotiations. 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer in an Address at the Commencement 
Meeting of the Harvard Alumni Association at Cambridge 


I believe that we are justified in say- 
ing that the conferences just ahead are 
finding a more favorable climate than 
did the Geneva Conference of 1954 or 
the Berlin Conference of the same year. 

The climate is more favorable for the 
reason that the West, the free peoples, 
are now stronger than they were previ- 
ously. They have grown Stronger through 
the unity which has heen achieved in 
Europe by the conclusion of the West- 
ern European Union and by the entry of 
the Federal Repub- 
lic into the North 
Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

They have grown 
stronger still though 
the development of 
military defensive 
strength, in which 
the United States 
has taken thé lead 
On the other hand, 
I think it has be- 
come quite clear 
that the Soviet Un- 
ion, in any case, is 
in need of a lengthy 
pause for retalia- 
tion in order to meet the demands 
which are posed by her internal eco- 
nomic tasks. 

During’ this period she will in all 
probability not be able to continue to 
arm in the way which she has until 
now, nor will she be able to consolidate 
her strength internally as long as her 
population suffers great want. And that 
is certainly the case. That is also true 
of her European satellite states. 


Echo of Bandung 


Moreover, at the Bandung Conference 
there was an unmistakable repudiation 
of Communism by the greater part of 
Asia; thus the Soviet Union can no 
longer reckon that the majority of the 
peoples of Asia stand behind her. 

The prospects of an agreement among 
the peoples of the werld have finally 
improved, due to the development mean- 
while of atomic weapons and the H- 
bomb. At first hearing that sounds like 
an inherent contradiction; but I believe 
that the statement is correct 


The development of these weapons is 
so frightful that even the victor would 
have no occasion to enjoy his victory. 

[ think it is universally accepted that 
no single great problem can be ap- 
proached and solved’ independently. 
Therefore, the United States, Great 
Britain and France are right, in my 
opinion, in not attaching a definite pro- 
gram to their invitation to Soviet Russia. 

In this way, the area to be covered by 
the conference will of course be excep- 
tionally broad. It will require hard, 
long and tedious work. A great deal of 
patience will be necessary to accomplish 
something worthwhile and satisfactory. 


Every Man Can Help 


If, however, it is possible in this way 
to lessen world-wide tensions, all hu- 
manity will be profoundly grateful to 
the men who have directed these efforts 
and to those under them who have done 
the day-to-day work. 

I believe that every individual in the 
free world can contribute something to 
the successful outcome. 

If there is impatience at home, if con- 
siderable obstacles to the aims of the 
conference arise there, then the posi- 
tion of these men will he weakened; 
their own inherent strength as individu- 
als will be endangered, as will be the 
strength which they must be able to 
muster in dealing with their opponents. 

I think that the West should keep in 
mind one thing above all others at the 
approaching conferences: For the peo- 
ple of the West time is important and 
therefore they are impatient and they 


press for an immediate and visible suc- 
cess. Time means nothing to the Rus- 
sians; they are interested only in space 
and not in time. In this they have a defi- 
nite advantage in negotiations which by 
their very nature are most complicated 

In my opfmion, the West cannot have 
enough patience, nor show enough firm- 
ness and perseverance. 

I do not think it correct, therefore, to 
say that this conference may be the last 
opportunity to save the peace and if it 
were not to succeed all chances of peace 
would be lost. I do not share this view. 


No Last Chance 


It is my opinion, however, that the 
conferences should continue for a long 
time, if it must be, for a very long time 
—if necessary I would .be prepared for 
even one or two years 

We should free ourselves of the no 
tion that a world such as ours, fallen 
into disorder, can be put back in toler 
ably good order in a few months. 

Europe has finally begun to lay the 
foundation: for her unity. Be assured 
that the concept of the unity of Europe 
will be taken up with renewed strength 
and renewed courage, and that this Eu- 
ropean unity will be carried forward 
successfully. 

The importance and the necessity of 
this concept so fill the people of Eu- 
rope that they will urge their govern 
ments to continue along the course al 
ready set. 

The Soviet Union in a note to the 
Federal Republic of Germany has sug- 
gested that discussions concerning the 
establishing of diploMatic, economic and 
cultural relations be held in Moscow 
between the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, represented by me, and the Soviet 
Union. Such a discussion demands the 
clarification of preliminary questions. 

wish to assure you of one thing, 
however, and that with the greatest em- 
phasis: The German Federal Govern- 
ment will hold to the treaties which it 
has concluded with the United States. 
Great Britain, France and the other 
NATO countrtes.

The W orld Is His Stage 


KNIGHT ERRANT. by Brian Connell, (Doubleday 

Co.. 255 pas.. $4.) 

Douglas Fairbanks Jr., actor and 
world citizen, is a person with divided 
allegiances. He is equally at home in 
Hollywood, London's Mayfair and in 
many places in between. This enter- 
taining biography makes it appear that 
he is not sure what country and what 
profession should receive his undivided 
attention 

Real-life adventures have been more 
numerous than screen adventures for 
this son of a famous film star. Although 
Fairbanks has never won an Academy 
Award for acting, for his other exploits 
he holds among many other decorations 
the American Silver Star, the British 
Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross and the 
French Legion 
d’'Honneur an 
Croix de Guerre. 

If the actor were 
an English citizen, 
he would even be 
addressed as “Sir 
Douglas Fairbanks,” 
for he is a Knight 
Commander in the 
Order of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

Most of his awards 
were received for 
work done in com- 
bined operations 
during World War II, when: he was a 
Navy lieutenant-commander. Besides 
helping to plan landing assaults against 
the Mediterranean underbelly of the 
Axis, he served on North Atlantic con- 
voy duty. 

During the war he was also an emis- 
Sary-extraordinary between Washington 
and Whitehall, writes Mr. Connell. This 
followed naturally as the result of pre- 
war friendships formed with President 
Roosevelt, Winston Churchill and mem- 
bers of the British royal family. 

Fairbanks has earned these friend- 
ships because he is a sincere and active 
believer in causes. Before America en- 
tered World War II, he served on the 
Committee to Defend America by Aid- 
ing the Allies. After the war he worked 
for CARE. He is now a director of the 
Ene¢lish-Speaking Union. 

The incurable romantic has also tried 
to get the White House and Buckingham 
Palace to create jointly an international 
order of chivalry, Mr. Connell writes. 

Such an idea is entirely in character 
for him, as he sometimes wore a cloak 
and sword with his Navy uniform. Fair- 
banks enjoys his awards like a small 
bev or like an obsessed exhibitionist. 
Connell is not sure which. 

The film portion of his career is given 
minor emphasis in this book because it 
seems that Fairbanks became a _ suc- 
cessful actor only to earn money and 
to prove himself successful to his father, 

After finishing this readable account 
of Douglas Fairbanks’ life, one still feels 
that the complexities of his character 
have not been fully explored. The sur- 
face study relies more upon anecdotes 
than insight.

In a letter to Representative 
Frank M. Karsten (Dem.), St. 
Louis, Strubinger said a provi- 
sion of the tariff act of 1930 
exempts scientific exhibits from 
tariff charges if they are im- 
ported by a municipal corpora- 
tion for exhibit in a fixed place. 


Karsten had asked the Bureau 
of Customs for a ruling after 
learning that tariff rates on for- 
eign-made lenses and mounting 
for the projector would increase 
its cost from $140,000 to about

the $110,639,000 city bond issue 
program.

THIS WORKS JUST FINE {in 
winter, when most of the heat 
loss through the glass is con- 
ducted heat It works to some 
extent in summer too, but only 
to some extent.

The rays from the sun that 
don't contain heat until they 
strike an object can pass right 


through this insulating glass and 
get into the house. Here they are 
deflected and become heat pro- 
ducing. Now when the sun goes 
down and it becomes cooler out- 
side the house than in the house, 


this heat cant escape because 
it's now the type of heat that 
must be conducted and the in- 


sulating glass prevents its con- 
duction. So the heat is trapped 
indoors,

ONE WAY TO GET AROUND 
this is to have insulating glass 
installed with one piece of glass 
made out of heat-absorbing 
glass, The other is to install an 
awning or roof overhang outside 
the picture window so that the 
rays from the sun can't strike it 

As long as the sun's rays can't 
get at the glass. it will do a good 
job in preventing the outside 
heat from being conducted into 
the house

There is plenty of evidence that these unhappy love affairs 
rarely do lasting damage. 

Sociologists Clifford Kirkpatrick and Theodore Caplow 
studied courtship in a group of 230 men and 414 women at 
the University of Minnesota. They report that ‘the suffer- 
ing experience of these students in.the breaking of relation- 
ships which they call love affairs was not, as a rule, intense.” 
Half of each sex said they did not need any period of re- 
adjustment after the break-up. They went right on as before. 
One-third of the men and one-fifth of the. women said they 
needed several weeks to recover. Only one in every 19 or 20 
claimed to have been unhappy for as much as a year, and 
some of those were probably unhappy persons anyhow.

She's Looking Back at the Wild West 
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Mrs: Abbie S. Pope of Webster Groves Writing Memoirs—Recalls Trip to Montana 73 Years Ago 


By Clarissa Start 


HEN “irs. Abbie S. Pope 
came back to St. Louis 
rom Helena, Mont., last 


spring, she rode to Great Falls 
to board a 3 a.m. plane, changed 
planes in Chicago, and arrived 
here at 1 p.m. that same day. 
She couldn't help. contrasting 
the journey with the manner in 
which she first traveled to Mon- 
tana 73 years ago. By back- 
wheeler river boat, stagecoach, 
and spring wagon, she, her 
mother and a younger brother 
and sister journeyed in short 
laps with stops at frontier hotels 
wkcre man and beast used the 
same watering trough. The en- 
tire trip took exactly one month. 

Recently widowed, 80-year-old 
Mrs. Pop? was urged by her son 
and daughter to write down 
some of her reminiscences of 
her life when the west was 
wild, in order to take her mind 
off her bereavement. In her 
apartment at 330 West. Lock- 
wood, Webster Groves, where 
she lives surrounded by west- 
ern pine furniture and family 
portraits, Mrs. Pope has been 
writing her memoirs. She hasn't 
decided whether to try to have 
them published or keep them 
for family records, but mn any 
event, her manuscript makes 
interesting reading of a day 
that seems too remote to have 
been encompassed in the life- 
time of anyone of this genera- 
tion. 

Her story begins in 1880 with 
the appointment of her father, 
George W. Shaw, to the post 
of auditor for the Alta (Mon- 
tana) Mining Co. which had a 
smelter in the town of Wicks. 
There were no houses to rent 
in Wicks so his wife Eliza and 
the three children, Abbie, 
George, and Lida had to remain 
in St. Louis until one could be 
built. 

In June, they left by 
river steamer for St. Paul, 
Minn, their trip carefully 
planned to make connections 
with one of the three or four 
trips a year by river steamer up 
the Missouri river from Bis- 
marck N.D., to Fort Benton. The 
boat which left St. Louis was a 
three deck, double side wheeler, 
painted white, the finest on the 
river and very impressive to 
three children, aged 4, 6 and 7. 

“There were many tears and 
last minute instructions which 
seemed unnecessary to me,” she 
recalls. “Grandma was quite 
concerned but Grandpa said, 
‘Never mind, Eliza is equal to 
taking this trip alone as all 
transportation is arranged and 
she knows exact]y what to do 
and will watch the children.’ ... 
I saw it all as a wonderful fairy 
story but when I looked at my 
mother’s tear stained face, I felt 
a little sad, too.” 

She recalls the glamorous 
steamer dining room with gleam- 
ing silver and crystal, the de- 
licious food, and the concern of 
other passengers when they 
heard the Shaws were going to 
far off Montana “where ee 
were rampant and there was no 
safety for anyone.’ She recalls 
their dress—for the children, 
wash clothes and long stockings 
because of mosquitoes, and for

her mother, a navy blue princess 
dress of silk, a bonnet, and a 
paisley shawl. 

The afternoon of the second 
day they arrived at St. Paul and 
stayed at a hotel until the next 
morning when they took a train 
for Bismarck. The train was a 
come-down,. a dusty day coach 
with 30-minute stops for meals 
which the passengers had to bolt 
down before the engineer rang 
the bell. There was an over- 
night hotel sp at Bismarck and 
another boat, a one deck back 
wheeler with wood-fired engine. 
They ate: at the captain’s table 
because her mother was the only 
woman, and they the only chil- 
dren on board. The river cut 
through cliffs and mountains; 
occasionally the boat stuck on a 
sandbar and all hands donned 
boots and heaved with crowbars 
to get it back in the stream. 
They ate buffalo meat, saw 
herds of buffalo crossing the 
river, and at every stop, swarms 
of Indians appeared from no- 
where to gather around, finger 
their clothing. and sell trinkets.
